report, the bank received a deposit of 
$500,000 in cash from the 


Central. 
States Pension Fund. On the same 
day, the bank pranted a $125,000 
loan to Joseph Balistrieri, the report 
said. Two weeks later, an additional 
loan of $63,000 was approved, the 
report said. 

When the report was released, 
Ranney denied any wrongdoing.
